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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Part I: Types of Inventions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-6, drawn to nucleic acids, vectors, host cells, and methods of 
recombinantly producing proteins. 

Group II, claim(s) 7-9, 12-15 (in part), drawn to polypeptides and compositions 
comprising the same. 

Group III, claim(s) 10, 11, 12-15 (in part), drawn to antibodies and compositions 
comprising the same. 

Group IV, claim(s) 12-15 (in part), drawn to agonists and compositions comprising the 
same. 

Group V, claim(s) 12-15 (in part), drawn to antagonists and compositions comprising the 
same. 

Group VI, claim(s) 16-17 (in part), 25 (in part), drawn to treatment methods comprising 
administration of a protein. 

Group VII, claim(s) 16-17 (in part), drawn to treatment methods comprising 
administration of an antibody. 

Group VIII, claim(s) 16-17 (in part), drawn to treatment methods comprising 
administration of an agonist. 

Group IX, claim(s) 16-17 (in part), 25 (in part), drawn to treatment methods comprising 
administration of an antagonist. 
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Group X, claim(s) 18, 20, drawn to diagnostic methods comprising use of antibody. 

Group XI, claim(s) 19, 22, 23, 26, drawn to diagnostic and screening methods involving 
measurement of gene expression levels. 

Group XII, claim(s) 21, 24, drawn to screening methods using the polypeptide. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-XII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: unity of invention 
exists when the claims share a special technical feature. The PCT rules define a 
"special technical feature" as a feature that defines the claimed subject matter over the 
prior art. Claim 1, however, defines a nucleic acid that is anticipated by the prior art. 
Frigerio et al. (1995, Biochim. et Biophys. Acta 1262: 64-68) discloses a nucleic acid 
having at least 80% sequence identity to a nucleic acid encoding the polypeptide of 
SEQ ID NO: 2. Since the first claimed invention Is not free of the prior art, it does not 
have a special technical feature. It thus follows that it cannot share a special technical 
feature with any of the other claimed inventions. 

3. Furthermore, each group defines an invention that is independent and distinct 
from each of the others, in that each group recites a limitation that is not found in the 
other groups. A search and examination of all of the inventions in one patent application 
would be unduly burdensome. 

Part II: Sequences 

Furthermore, this application contains the following inventions or groups of 
inventions which are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 : 7589 independent and distinct sequence recited in the claims.

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP
